Wonderful Improvement 


Fifty years ago the best schools were 
hampered their teaching scarcity 
materials. There was then authentic 
edition the Chant, and only sketchy 
publications available for other church 
music. The Motu Proprio sparked pub- 
lishers into action. Now many editions 
the Chant, all based the Vatican books, 
can had cheaply and abundantly. Poly- 
phonic music the best period has been 
re-edited and arranged for choirs. There 
are good hymn books, notably lacking 
the saccharine texts and melodies 
century ago. unfortunate that there 
vapid “easy Masses,” presumably published 
for the musically illiterate. Perhaps pub- 
lishing companies have not yet taken se- 
riously their possible responsibility for de- 
veloping good taste. But they given 
ample good music, and for that are 
their debt. 


Modern Music Needed 


When one counts blessings, however, 
usually apparent that they are not all 
unmixed blessings. Much still wanting 
perfect accomplishment the ideals 
the Motu Proprio. 

have had, for instance, the Chant 
enthusiasts who refuse consider the 
claims other sacred music. some 
measure they have been 
defeating their narrowness their own 
good aims. Blessed Pius was not 
exclusive. says, 

“The Church has always recognized and 
all progress the arts, and 
has always admitted the service her 
functions whatever good and beautiful 
their development during different cen- 
turies, long they not offend against 
the laws her liturgy. Hence more modern 
music may also allowed churches. 
since has produced compositions good 
and serious and dignified enough 
worthy liturgical use.” 

Definitely, church musicians are far 
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behind other liturgical artists the use 
the modern idiom. Hardly new church 
being built today the style other 
periods: they are all modern. And 
surprising how well the modern idiom 
adapts liturgical needs, and how well 


accepted both clergy and laity 


appropriate, beautiful, and functional. 

Church music, however, still being 
written style that century old. 
Much “romantic” music, with the 
cadences and progressions, the rhythmic 
patterns and harmonic structure that are 
reminiscent the lesser German and Ital- 
ian composers that period. There are, 
unfortunately, number “potboilers” 
the market. 

the other side the picture, though, 
are the serious musicians who know that 
contemporary music can good liturgical 
music. They have discovered that the 
Gregorian modes open new field com- 
position, and, particularly organ works, 
their effect growing. may not long 
before more worthy music the modern 
style available for choirs and schools. 


Need More Musicians 


One must come length and last 
ever recurring problem 
music, and that the matter quality 
performance. Ultimately, quality per- 
formance depends upon the skill the 
performer. Church music commissions can- 
not legislate musical competence: that 
something beyond printed directions. That 
question trained musicianship. 

Like expert service any field, musical 
artistry comes high, and dearly bought. 
Yet not out order suggest that 
anything less than genuine artistry 
bargain any price. Shabby performance 
the music the Mass, whether 
due carelessness incompetence, 
regrettable. The music performed may 
“approved,” but the manner the per- 
formance also considered. very 
urgent need present some attention 
the fact that the price good church 
music trained musicians, plus adequate 
equipment, plus sufficient rehearsal, plus 
the moral support those authority. 
And good church music worth all that. 

Since 1903 the Church has with char- 
acteristic sureness, pointed out the proper 
direction sacred music. Pius the 
Motu Proprio, Pius the Divini Cultus 
Sanctitatem, and Pius the encycli- 
cal Mediator Dei have 
recommendations. look back splen- 
did achievements, but look forward, too, 
using Lincoln’s phrase, “increased devo- 
tion” the part clergy and laity alike, 
the cause good liturgical music.

Teachers, September 1949, Pope 
Pius XII gave this advice: 

“Look with sure eye the times and 
the hour, learn new needs and exam- 
ine new remedies. warn you blind 
attachment the past which would today 
frustrate the eficacy your work.” 

again, when spoke the Christian 
Brothers their recent centenary celebra- 
tion San Guiseppi’s College Rome. 

“The art education the art 
adapting oneself the age, temperament, 
characters, capacity, needs, and aspirations 
the student; adapting oneself the 
circumstances, time, place, rhythm the 
general progress humanity.” 

Truly, the times, the hour, the rhythm 
high school and college relationships 
demand more and attention today 
than they did generation ago. With the 
new needs, aspirations, and preparations 
the student, new answers and new remedies 
are demand. longer can high schools 
and colleges academically sealed against 
personal contact with one and another. 
longer can either group live isolated 
insulated from those who constitute their 
“public relations.” 

suggestions, from the secondary 
school administrative point view, are 
pointed the direction improving high 
school-college relations. 


High Schools for All 

that not the full and only purpose 
the present-day high school prepare stu- 
dents for college, for statistics place the 
percentage college-bound students na- 
tionally 40. The modern-day high school 
all-inclusive, not simply college prepara- 
tory its clientele and its functions. 

Andrew Holley, his article, “Next 
Steps the Study High School-College 
Relations” (North Central Quarterly for 
April, 1952) indicates some problems en- 
countered developing and initiating pro- 
grams high school and college relations. 

The committee discussed the need for 
professional contacts between high school 
and college personnel. questioned the 
sufficiency one meeting per year, and 
asked whether the contacts made should 
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not emphasize the college’s educational 
services, such guidance 
rather than the mere recruiting athletes. 

Referring the need evaluating 
the existing types contacts, was sug- 
gested that high school seniors brought 
the college campus for one-day visit, 
made the high schools. 

The restrictive nature college en- 
trance requirements was recognized 
persistent problem school and college 
relations. was agreed that study the 
status and trends admission made 
joint committees certain areas; likewise, 
was agreed that the function tests 
determining aptitudes, abilities, and inter- 
ests for college courses needed formulation. 

The committee discussed the need for 
statements specific knowledges and skills 
required for success particular 
courses and curricula. Even though state- 
ments have been issued, high schools often 
are unable develop these competencies 
students, such fulfilling the four-year 
requirement mathematics qualify for 
entrance into the college engineering. 

regard the need for colleges 
assist students making satisfactory ad- 
justments once they arrive the campus, 
was agreed that, selecting and making 
tests and setting means for implement- 
ing results, high school well college 
people should involved. particular 
importance here are the college students 
who were effected Selective Service, the 
Korean veterans. These men might either 
have had their college 
rupted might have entered service fol- 
lowing high school graduation. 

The need for better articulation 
instruction was recognized. Basically the 
difficulty lies the philosophy and ob- 
jectives the two types institutions 
being variance. The problem further 
complicated the high school’s population 
being unselected and heterogeneous. 

Reiterated this North Central Asso- 
ciation study the necessity and import- 
ance establishing more effective working 
relationships between colleges and second- 
ary schools, the end that all youth 
develop into useful citizens. Hopeful opti- 
mism for the future the dominant tone 
sounded. 
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High School View 

Some personal reactions, 
years administrative this 
articulation problem follow: 

school college transition, that there 
too much repetition subject The 
net result this situation tolerant 
condescending attitude the part the 
college professor the high school student. 
More often than not, the high school stu- 
dent blamed for his lack knowledge, 
poor attitude, and lack responsibility, 
The student exposed the boredom 
repetition, and consequently his 
suffer. Might not better for such 
students inspired the challenge 
new course, offsetting the dubious advan- 
tage largely repetitive course? 

The course religion for freshman year 
centric circles facts studied over and 
over again. How much more effective and 
more stimulating would this course 
met the new challenges modern-day 
materialistic world where the student will 
soon living and earning his daily bread. 
The challenge made recently Archbishop 
Ritter St. Louis the National Central 
Union meeting August, study the 
encyclicals the Church’s answer 
modern-day problems, should not 
heard. High schools which know have 
used Pope Pius encyclical 
Christian Marriage for some years. 

next turn our attention the dry- 
as-dust freshman course English, with 
repetition the grammar studied 
years elementary and high 
This first year followed somewhat 
expanded senior high school English litera- 
ture course, beneficently called Survey 
English Literature. Net result interest 
stultified this department. College Eng- 
lish departments err too much repetition 
high school English programs for all 
instead setting new challenges, 
ing newer horizons. Though 
recognize the necessity repetition for 
some students, the more capable, who have 
been screened through diagnostic 
should intensively study few writers 
authors’ lives and works today 
prevalent. 
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Freshmen courses physics, chemistry, 
and mathematics err this same way 
repeating “ad nauseam” materials, experi- 
ments, and problems done high school 
physics, chemistry, 
courses. 

Extracurricular activities have for their 
purpose round out man’s character espe- 
cially the social virtues. Collegiate as- 
semblies are held few and far between, with 
attendance often optional, and pep rallies 
the most frequent form student gather- 
ing. The student council, ordinarily the 
voice the student body, mere figure- 
head, with its functions and responsibilities 
appropriated and monopolized few 
strong Greek-letter fraternities. The expert- 
subsidized athlete, speech and music 
scholarship students are given the lion’s 
share training and experienced faculty 
direction, while the freshmen most need 
this training a-begging. Social activ- 
ities high school are well 
are they college? Instructed the 
high school graduate the proper Chris- 
tian attitude toward dress and drink, 
somewhat taken aback when attends his 
first dance the definite uncon- 
cern modesty dress (SDS Stand- 
ards) and stunned the freedom with 
which alcohol consumed. This social 
leveling following social bad example, not 
training social virtues. Another un- 
answered question why the passing over 
the threshold from high school 
college makes the fraternity and 
labeled undemocratic, cliquish, 
lawed the state laws, the high school 
level, all sudden become democratic, 
valid social organizations. our princi- 
ples and sense values change easily. 
and without just cause? 

Guidance. the modern-day stream- 
lined high schools personal, moral, and vo- 
cational guidance amply provided. 
the colleges, with eye good adjust- 
ment incoming freshmen make practical 
the excellent theories propounded their 
guidance workshops and clinics? Does the 
same spirit disinterested devotedness 
which characteristic the majority 
high school counselors exist the same 


degree colleges? There some evidence 


prove that not all college guidance meets 
the high school standard. the transition 
ahigh school student makes when entering 
college should welcomed 
generously counselors, motivated 
the true love for God’s select men, not 
whims, caprices, and the 
insularity which comes from sitting the 
ivory tower selfish indifference, charac- 
teristic some college teachers. Dr. 
Urban Fleege says, “One the best ways 
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bridge the unfortunate gap between high 
school and college for counseling organ- 
izations the two institutions join 

Public Relations. Good public relations 
the college demand frequent opportu- 
nities for parent-teacher parent-professor 
contact. Such school-planned contacts 
provided open houses, fathers’ and 
mothers’ club meetings, and the social 
affairs planned those groups assist 
providing that mutual parent-teacher-stu- 
dent contact and understanding. 

these organizations and the frequent 
parent-student-teacher contacts longer 
have point force simply because the col- 
lege freshman has grown year closer 
adulthood, and therefore more self-re- 
liant and independently mature enough 
now handle all the necessary contacts 
with his teachers independent any pa- 
rental interests concerns?

Conclusion and Summary 

conclusion and summary would like 
make disclaimer against those who 
maintain that there need for further 
articulation between the colleges and 
secondary schools. Particularly, point the 
finger several sore spots where articula- 
tion especially lacking. 

There lack social articulation. 
College freshmen suddenly find themselves 
their own, unchaperoned, undirected 
college dances. This maturity synthetic 
and not real. 

There lack vocational guid- 
ance. Here colleges expect results them- 
selves and contribute guidance coun- 
selors change this static condition 
directing students into the vocation for 
which they are best fitted. continuing 
process interviewing, testing, guiding, 
and job placement urgently needed aid 
the student find himself the changing 
circumstances must meet. How many 
Catholic colleges can boast Catholic 
guidance center? 

There incompetency among teach- 
ers the Where actually 
the best teachers should found, more 
often than not freshly graduate masters 
arts, people working their way through 
graduate school fellowship are per- 
petrated the unsuspecting college fresh- 
men. Having such teachers with little 
professional pedagogical training 
hard transition for college freshmen 
make, who but few short months ago had 
stellar teachers their senior year 
school. situation crying for action 
and remedy college deans and registrars. 

Administrators and teachers for the 
colleges must meet and discuss with admin- 
istrators and teachers from the high schools 
their mutual and special problems; each 
must acquainted with the special aims 
and functions and purposes the other. 
Public relations men from the colleges 
must visit more often and offer the services 
the colleges the high school students 
whom they hope have their future 
students, well explain precisely 
what their programs lead. With this blue- 
print qualities, skills, and abilities 
the hands sympathetic high school 
teachers success articulation more 
likely where testing bureau could im- 
measurably aid the student groping for 
assistance his choice major field 
study. Due the “mind-set” some reli- 
gious teachers, Catholic colleges are far 
behind secular institutions this regard.

The textbook still the most important 
conducted days when 
‘teachers did not have much training 
these days where many teachers have 
instrument education the hands 
good teacher and saves the situation for 
the children with poor This im- 
portance the textbook classroom in- 
struction still central spite the 
multiplicity additional visual aids 
moving pictures, stereoscopes, radio and 
charts, maps, and pictures every kind. 
The textbook itself often one the best 
illustrations visual aids. give body 
instruction and provide for general 
over-all view subject, and relate 
the parts subject, the textbook still 
primary importance. 

this connection may interesting 
report what was said more than fifty 
years ago William Harris the 
book Education the United States 
prepared for the Paris Exposition. William 
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Harris, then Commissioner Education 
said: 

“Tt presupposed that the chief work 
the pupil school the mastery 
textbooks containing systematic treatises 
giving the elements branches learning 
taught the schools. For the United 
States more than any other country 
textbook instruction has predominated over 
oral instruction, its method this respect 
being nearly the opposite the method 
vogue the elementary schools Ger- 
many. The evil memorizing words with- 
out understanding their meaning verifv- 
ing the statements made the textbook 
incident this method and perhaps the 
most widely prevalent defect teaching 
found the schools the United 
States. condemned universally, but, 
nevertheless, practiced. The oral method 
Germany escapes this evil almost entirely, 
but encounters another evil. The pupil 
taught the oral method exclusively 
apt lack power master the printed 
page and get out the full meaning; 
needs the teacher’s aid explain the 
technical phrases and careful definitions. 
The American method textbook instruc- 
tion throws the child upon the printed page 
and holds him responsible for its mastery. 
Hence, even the worst forms verbal 
memorizing, there perforce acquired 
familiarity with language appears 
the eye printed form which gradually 
becomes more useful for scholarly purposes 
than the knowledge speech addressed 
the ear.

Tuberculosis and Teachers 


Early March read newspaper 
the following report from division 
state medical society: 

“The society cited several examples. Re- 
cently one teacher was examined and found 
have positive tuberculin test. X-rays 
and physical examinations her class 
showed that six pupils had contracted tu- 
berculosis. One died.” 

This report further notes that 
teachers the past few years have been 
institutionalized for treatment. The 
chairman the commission notes that 
some schools have not required physical 
examinations prospective teachers be- 
cause they might lose their services, for 
physical reasons, this period shortage 
teachers. says: 

“Such shortsighted policy both 
dangerous and unfair pupils and teachers 
alike. Surveys have shown that enough 
school teachers are contagious condi- 
tion emphasize immediate attention 
this problem every school board 
rural, urban, parochial, and public.” 

Among the protective measures taken 
school boards and administrative officers 
meet this situation are: 

Medical examination teachers be- 
fore all probationary appointments. 

Medical examinations before all per- 
manent appointments. 

Medical examination teachers 
sick leave before they return their 
classes. 

Periodical examination all teachers. 

Periodical examination all school 
employees. 

need hardly said that those charged 
with conducting Catholic schools should 
require the utmost protection children 
from this contagion. The annual medical 
examination, including chest X-ray should 
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should kept, for the elementary schools, 
the office the diocesan superintendent 
schools.

Football and Education 


the end 1952 (December 29), the 
University Santa Clara announced that 
was abandoning intercollegiate football 
after two financially unsuccessful seasons. 
Santa Clara began football 1902, but 
discontinued during both world wars. 
The action Santa Clara made unani- 
mous for Catholic colleges California. 
The other Catholic colleges California 
had previously reached the same decision 
St. Mary’s, University San Francisco, 
and Loyola Los Angeles. 

Apparently the presence “big-time” 
football the Catholic colleges has not 
been educational grounds. was finan- 
cial. The decision abandon football was 
reached “regretfully” the Santa Clara 
authorities after survey showed that con- 
tinued losses the football boxoffice inter- 
fered with the University’s expansion 
program. The 1952 program cost the 
University $80,000 and the 1951 program 
cost $72,000. 

would appear from this pretty clearly 
that, far educational purpose and 
aim concerned, football extraneous 
activity. other words, has hardly any 
educational justification. Where suc- 
the income helps provide addi- 
tional buildings, especially dormitories and 
the like. Such money, tainted not, could 
provide, too, essential equipment, labora- 
tories, scholarships, increased income for 
professors. Let hope that- “while the 
going good” such projects will pro- 
moted and that football will find 
indirect educational justification. But let 
not put intrinsic grounds, nor let 
other matters lower our educational 
sights because our thoughts are money 
rather than education. Let put educa- 
tion first, decide what wise educa- 
tion, and then look for the money, never 
forgetting money itself guarantee 
nothing. Money should used realize

that their pioneering efforts with children 
mission schools would some day grow 
into the impressive Catholic school system 
America today; nor did they have the 
faintest notion that 1952 the Catholic 
system would outnumbered schools 
ten ene public school organization 
sponsored the states. 

Neither did the kitchen teacher tutor, 
known dame the New England 
Colonies, envision the tremendous growth 
her profession from individual homes 
the spacious structures housing more than 
million school children. 


Protestant School Became Public 

However, the mission schools 
dame schools did not 
schools. more correct say that the 
sectarian Protestant schools the colonies 
gave first rise public education when 
their support came from town levies, and 
particularly met 
strong foes the persons Horace Mann 
and Henry Barnard. 

The Catholic schools the eighteenth 
and first half the nineteenth centuries 
were small, unimpressive and did not lend 
themselves the exclusion doctrinal 
teaching, stroke which seemed necessary 
the establishment public schools. 

Horace Mann became highly. influential 
educational circles 1837 when was 
appointed secretary the board educa- 
tion Massachusetts. Calvinist him- 
self, began fashioning the Calvinistic 
schools his own state into the new ideal 
which called the common public 
school. was not opposed religion but 
political and conciliatory way saw 
that denominationalism whether Calvanis- 
tic, Catholic, Quaker, was obstacle 
state tax support his new project. Mann 
tried draw the questionable 
tween religion and sectarianism, professing 
that wanted the former without the 
latter. letter Reverend Doctor 
Storrs, dated January 19, 1839, stated 
his position follows: 

“In report last year had 
once exposed and deplored the absence

son for it; viz., that school committees 
had not found books, expository the 
doctrines revealed religion, which were

The great problem Horace Mann 
father the American public schools was 
establish system education which 
was include religion but yet avoid sec- 
tarian teaching. His problem, needless 
say, was not solved with satisfaction all 
denominations concerned. Neither the 
answer forthcoming the public schools 
today. What religion without doctrine, 
without revelation, without definite code 
morality? 


Some Christianity Remained 

The fact was that the public schools 
the nineteenth century retained vestiges 
Protestant Christianity serve basis 
for religious instruction: the King James 
version the Bible was read; the long 
form the Our Father was recited the 
schools; many the strict disciplinary 
measures punishment meted out were 
accordance with Calvin’s teaching the 
effects original sin. 

The gay nineties and the first two dec- 
ades our century elementary educa- 
tion used the McGuffey Readers which 
always carried large selections based 
Christian belief and practice. Occasionally 
even today one may hear mother, 
memory gems from one another the 
seven readers. McGuffey compiled his 
readers for tax supported schools, largely 
Protestant, and yet was remarkable 
that his explanation doctrine was not 
offensive Catholics. the 1857 edition 
his second reader has combined the 
law Moses with the two great com- 
mandments love expressed Christ 
Himself. His simple code morality 
worth reproducing: 

“Thou gods shalt have but Me. 

Before idol bend the knee. 

Take not the name God vain. 

Dare not the Sabbath Day profane. 

Give thy parents honor due. 

Take heed that thou murder do. 

Abstain from words and deeds unclean.

Secularism Appeared 
But secularism has grown mean even 
the exclusion Christianity that there 
can offense atheist, Jew, Chris- 
tian. conciliation which sprang from 
Horace Mann had become unfair all 
order offend none. order make the 
omission Christian doctrine less obvious, 
the purpose the school was expanded 
emphasize the civic rights and duties 
Americans. Wertenbaker The 
Oligarchy states the new emphasis quite 
succinctly: “It was only under the pressure 
Jeffersonian ideals that New England, 
two centuries after its founding, accepted 
the vital principle that public education 
should not affiliated with any religious 
sect and should make civic duty rather 

than religion its chief 


Now Religion Demanded 

Perhaps are turning point 
public education. Through newspaper col- 
umnists such Sokolosky, meetings 
teacher’s associations, and the cries 
religious leaders, there are some signs that 
the American public beginning appre- 
ciate again moral life based religion. 
There should nothing incompatible 
mixing good citizenship and government 
with religious training. However, American 
educators now have more complex prob- 
lem than did Horace Mann restore reli- 
gion the public schools. The exclusion 
religious doctrine from the classroom 
has left deposit for teachers use 
their efforts form Christian character 
and honorable American citizens according 
the divine plan. Natural virtue which 
often suggested the answer the reli- 
gion dilemma for public schools has little 
offer motivation because proposes 
goodness for its own sake and not imita- 
tion divine model. The hollow sounding 
expression “leave religious training 
the churches” has come little more

The problem through American history 
has been very real. easy solution evi- 
dent; otherwise America would have sat- 
isfactory answer these 350 years since 
the English settlement Jamestown. The 
present solutions are inadequate but this 
time turn away from the task.

Education, University Notre Dame, 
Notre Dame, Ind. 
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point out shortcomings from the Cath- 
olic point view. Catholics should 
deeply aware the grave problems facing 
public education. They should realize that 
many public school educators are eagerly 
looking for the answer how restore 
religion its proper place curricu- 
lum. The difficulties supplying religious 
education for the public schools are 
common concern. One may not scoff the 
lack religion when not willing 
co-operate with public school administra- 
tors providing for Christian demands. 
Though public school education incom- 
plete the one thing that counts most 
life, the fostering man’s relationship with 
God, yet the duty Catholics lend 
helping hand those who must face 
this prime issue. Not through adverse criti- 
cism and negative action shall America’s 
problem the public schools answered 
but constructive criticism co-opera- 
tive and friendly manner. 


Pray for Light 
Somewhere between the total exclusion 
Christianity and code morality based 
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etiquette there ought golden 
mean answer. not possible for Catho- 
lics project their entire philosophy 
education into the public schools which 
must meet the demands the majority 
groups who are not Catholic. Efforts always 
should made encourage the Catholic 
way life and education the best 
answer schools, yet the truth must 
accepted that the Catholic philosophy 
not universally understood nor accepted. 
Freedom and misinterpretation allow for 
the 125 million Americans who not 
profess perhaps not appreciate the 
Catholic teachings education. 

Catholics should learn what the task 
democratic school system is, and then 
the light unprejudiced reasons try 
offer satisfactory constructive program 
for that task. small means arriving 
some solution will the constant prayer 
Catholic and Christian Americans that 
God through His Teacher Son will en- 
lighten our educators follow the pattern 
the first Christian school established 
more than 1900 years ago. 


Questions Guidance 


Collective opinions may stated 
follows: 

Guidance based human need; 
based the fact that everyone needs 
help some time another some form. 
For teacher feel that giving aid 
individual students apt produce pam- 
pered, irresponsible children inconsistent 
with guidance principles. The reason indi- 
vidual aids are necessary because each 
person has his own personal abilities, inter- 
ests, and limitations which must ad- 
justed well possible enable him 
obtain his own goals. Guidance aims 
enable the individual realize his own 
faculties and then take positive steps to- 
ward solving meeting situation. When 
teacher helps individuals give 
aid helping them help themselves. With 
this goal mind, irresponsibility will 
result. 

Pampered, irresponsible people are indi- 
viduals who have not been properly guided 
and directed; who have not been taught 
the importance the role they play 


their relationship God, society, and 
themselves. This pitfall can avoided 
through the co-operation the home and 
the school.

The teacher who feels that pampered, 
irresponsible children are the result spe- 
cial, individualized assistance, fails 
recognize the inherent principles guid- 
ance such. Since the guidance process 
includes help assistance given 
any individual any time place con- 
cerning any matter that helps him form 
purposes, originate and execute plans, 
evaluate his own efforts, can see that 
guidance more leading process than 
push from behind. 

The child taught himself. 
may aided reaching decision, 
but that decision his own. Pampered 
children are the result, the main, 
subjective attention. Guidance human- 
ized objectively. Guidance, carried out 
accordance with these principles, will pro- 
duce age youth capable standing 
its own two feet, capable making 
wise choices, and proper decisions, capable 
working out its eternal salvation.

Catholic high schools and academies 
will become leaders parish life. The Con- 
fraternity Christian Doctrine, the mind 
the Church, which Canon Law enjoins 
its establishment every parish the world 
(Canon enjoys favored place among 
societies. holds not only favored 
but necessary place.

The high school unit formed only with the 
approval proper CCD and diocesan authori- 
ties and the moderator usually member 
the faculty priest. Where diocesan

Reflections 


WOULD altogether strange 25- 

year scientific study delinquency 
had special significance for Catholic edu- 
cation. The study” that headed Sheldon 
and Eleanor Glueck, husband and wife, 
Harvard University. They are looked upon 
easily the outstanding research team operating 
the field delinquency. They first at- 
tracted attention follow-up study five 
hundred delinquent careers which suggested 
that the most highly reputed secular correc- 
tive agencies the country were almost com- 
pletely ineffective their treatment de- 
linquents. 

Their most recent studies extending 
through the past ten years, described De- 
linquents the Making (Harper Bros., 
1952) were concerned with comparison 
five hundred delinquents thé Boston area 
with five hundred boys who differed from the 
former little else than delinquency. The 
else” was then treated critical im- 
portance explaining the delinquency the 
first group. The study slights the influence 
religion, being both inadequate such data 
and failing explore the significance the 
greater practice religion the nondelin- 
quent group. Nevertheless the picture the 
Gluecks give how delinquents are made 
does not lack significance for our schools. 


Physical and Mental Characteristics 

The Gluecks found that delinquents are 
physical type the average superior, 
solidly built, closely knit, muscular. course 
there are delinquents who show their weak- 
ened bodies evidence extreme poverty and 
neglect. But even more the same physical

Costly Study Delinquency 


type are found proportionately among the non- 
delinquents. The delinquents had the physical 
strength dare encounters with their own 
age group even with life itself. And their 
temperaments disposed them such daring. 

attitude the delinquent tended 
impulsive, hostile, defiant, suspicious, resentful 
authority. Intellectually was more direct 
and concrete his interests, more manually 
minded. Culturally was much larger 
extent the product home where re- 
ceived little understanding affection; his 
parents were particularly unfit give and 
protect serve types for imitation. 
Such boys might continue “go straight” 
more rural areas; but the relative anonym- 
ity the urban slums rebellion tended 
assert itself. The more these demoralizing 
factors appeared particular case the most 
likely general was delinquency. The Glueoks, 
however, are not concerned deny all per- 
sonal responsibility the delinquent for his 
state; they acknowledge, “Persistent delin- 
quency not inevitable.” 


Self-Propelling Type 

The study discredits the common assump- 
tion that the delinquent neurotic, unable 
“act his age.” The neurotic general tends 
assume the defensive, withdrawn, passive 
role; tends turn companions elders 
for approval and satisfaction. little in- 
clined the social rebel. This does not 
mean that may not problem enough 
himself, but less likely found 
the ranks those habitually and seriously 
conflict with the law. interesting reflect 
that the type more inclined delinquency 
also the type more especially suited for mili- 
tary service. The corner newsboy, braving all 
weather and all hours “meeting life head- 


on,” preparing solve our problems the 
field add them home. 

Perhaps the outstanding lesson 
the Gluecks the long years research 
the precariousness corrective efforts. Some- 
thing can done for the accidental and occa- 
sional delinquent, but for the “blown the 
bottle” type they see little hope from any- 
thing less than the cooling temperament 
that comes with the passage the years. 
Delinquency thus usually self-correcting, but 
long last and what cost! The recent ten- 
year study was primarily meant test 
the theory that the delinquent could raised 
normalcy the influence worthy 
example and personal effort adult who 
embodied special way moral and 
gious ideal. The study interpreted having 
largely invalidated that theory. But the fact 
that far the most successful corrective 
efforts were those dynamic Boston Irish 
Catholic girl who lived and loved her religion. 
Unfortunately the delinquency-corrective proj- 
ect, almost from the very start, became 
creasingly secular its resources and 
tives. was obviously unsympathetic with 
religious solution. 


Supernatural Ignored 


Two features the Gluecks’ for the 
causes delinquency strike Catholics espe- 
cially unsatisfactory. One these 
with the direction emphasis giver the 
search. Thus, while almost altogether heedless 
the lack religion the lives the 
delinquents, the researchers were fantastically 
exhaustive the number and precision 
measurements taken body structure and 
fessedly conclusion. The other notably 
unsatisfactory feature the investigation 
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the unique importance given the fact delin- 
quency, the sense repeated and notable 
conflict with man-made laws. This unique im- 
portance, course, consequence the 
naturalistic dogma the exclusively secularist 
origin valid conduct norms. The whole 
world the supernatural with its critically 
means and ends not much 
expected; but obvious that such de- 
research studies can for the 
Catholic all comprehensive. 


They Start Young 


The Gluecks draw one conclusion and make 
one suggestion that Catholics may well act 
upon without hesitancy. They find the true 
delinquents manifesting their deviations 
most tender age, quite commonly their first 
entrance into school. Hence the vital import- 
ance vigilance the part teachers and 
school authorities from the very beginning. 
Since the conduct problems commonly arise 
from defective homes, the Gluecks conclude

This objective will the goal all learning 
activity during the unit. The initiation period 
extremely important determining the 
success failure the unit because 
motivates the pupil. This period planning 
period and not period which subject ma- 
terial has covered. The teacher should 
calm and unhurried and not impatient 
the class slow grasping the situation. 
the other hand, the teacher must alert and 
not permit the class drag needlessly 
allow the pupils lose interest. the end 
the initiation period the unit plan which the 
teacher has developed should written 
the blackboard, what seems preferable, re- 
produced and copy given each student 
keep his notebook. This preplanned outline 
will serve guide the student during the 
entire unit. may contain: 


The pupil’s objective for the unit 
clear, brief statement. 

Questions guide his study. 

Activities and problems worked out. 

Vocabulary peculiar the material. 

Map work and suggestions for supple- 
mentary activities special reports. 

bibliography reading references, in- 
cluding the textbook, and listing pages well 
the author and the name the book. 


Guiding Students’ Research 

The function the development phase 
the unit locate, evaluate, and organize in- 
formation bearing the unit. The pupils work 
individuals small groups while the 
teacher gives. assistance locating informa- 
tion, using the indexes and bibliographies, de- 
termining the accuracy information found, 
and organizing it. The teacher previously will 
have gathered the classroom all the supple- 
mentary books, pamphlets, library books, pic- 
tures, records that contain information 
the unit. Sometimes students will bring in- 
formation material from their home li- 
braries. (The student who brought class

During the developmental period also 
desirable for individuals committees share

Conclusions are usually made just their 
own class but some units may warrant school 
audience because special interest import- 
ance. 


Evaluation Teachers and Students 

unit teaching the students and teacher 
co-operatively evaluate the work. The teacher 
uses tests course, but the students learn 
judge each other’s work. Students may 
asked for comments such points these: 

What can make reports interest- 
ing? Which ones given class were most in- 
teresting you? Why? How could have 
improved our study the unit? What are 
some the things you can now that you 
could not before studied this problem? 

Courtesy, respect for the opinions others, 
development good work habits, acquisition 
desirable attitudes, growth self-reliance 
and independent activity all are bases for 
evaluation. The student may given chart 
fill out and keep which will contain ques- 
tions that help him judge his own work, 
too. The usual recitation and test basis for 
evaluating pupils’ work thus considerably 
broadened unit teaching.

Advantages Unit Teaching 

The teacher becomes guide and part- 
ner eliciting co-operation common under- 
taking, rather than dominating taskmaster 
who continually has think new ways 
make the students their assignments. 

The unit plan helps the pupil learn 
important generalizations rather than scattered 
bits unrelated information which will 
quickly forgotten. 

Class lessons are less monotonous and 
discipline problems not arise frequently. 

Class discussions become more lively and 
more real and pupils learn work together 
better. 

Better provision can made for individ- 
ual differences. 

Habits reading extensively, using 
the library, helping others, responding 
the suggestions others, expressing one’s 
self clearly and forcefully are formed. 


Difficulties Unit Teaching

there any unit plan which the teacher 
can follow step step until she more 
sure her unit teaching? There unit 
plan, indeed any other method teach- 
ing, which should followed slavishly, but 
Umstattd’s Unit Procedure 
seems fit the need the typical Catholic 
school. presents four steps. 

Introduction and Attack. This 
sponds the initiation phase described 
ously. two- three-week unit 
would last only one two lessons. 

Study and Work. This the develop- 
mental phase. Reading references, collec- 
tion data bearing upon the unit, informal 
discussion, brief reports difficulties en- 
countered, check tests, use maps, charts, 
models, slides, and library trips will make 
well-organized period the hands 
capable teacher. Under her intelligent and 
tactful guidance the students will more 
than passive listeners, and individual abilities 
will encouraged her enthusiasm. 

Integration and Application. This corre- 
sponds the culmination phase. This essen- 
tially discussion period the social studies. 
The discussion periods form furnish op- 
portunities for expressing one’s opinion con- 
vincingly and courteously, for practice 
tolerance for the opinions for co- 
operation and participation under 
chairman, for correction 
social disapproval the group well 
teacher explanation. Individual reports. 
addition information, and application 
information present-day living, where possi- 
ble, make the days this phase (ahout three 
three-week unit) profitable and give the 
students feeling successful achievement. 

Appraisal Outcome. The final period 
corresponds the evaluation phase. pro- 
vides for review and final summary, final 
check for errors, omissions, 
standings, listing worth-while results 
terms habits, attitudes, appreciations, 
growth. the social studies, the teacher will 
subjectively appraise such outcomes good 
citizenship, high ideals, honest service, and 
improvement desirable forms conduct 
well test objectively for mastery 
content.

The most modern school with the most ex- 
pensive furnishings and the finest equipped 
shops and laboratories will for naught 
the teacher not qualified. 

Besides the formal training, i.e., teacher’s 
college, academic degrees, major subject 
work, etc., there are some “intangibles” that 
cannot measured accurately any educa- 
tional yardstick. These intangibles may 
classified under the general headings: aptitude, 
attitude, and enthusiasm. important 
keep these three characteristics mind, par- 
ticularly religious community planning 
train its own members for any phase 
vocational education. 


Aptitude for Shop Teaching 


Aptitude the natural acquired ability 
perform tasks with certain amount ease 
and grace. Actually means standard tests 
one’s natural abilities can indexed and de- 
termined. This not exactly what meant 
the definition. For example, order 
conduct shop laboratory course the 
teacher must not only have the necessary 
credits; must also good housekeeper. 
well-equipped shop laboratory can 
ruined poor housekeeper, and conversely 
the poorly equipped shop laboratory can 
made sparkle under the direction the 
teacher who the good housekeeper. 


The Teacher’s Attitude 


Attitude one those intangibles that can- 
not measured but can easily discovered 
after short period observation. Any 
teacher not having the proper attitude toward 
vocational education out place shop. 
Attitude the good will toward the job and 
all things connected with willingness 
adjustment circumstances; ability 
become part smoothly working team.

Training Teachers 

Religious communities wishing train their

The Curriculum 
When new curriculum planned that will 
embrace some phase vocational education 
due consideration must given the require- 
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ments the state, which the school lo- 
cated, and the regional educational accrediting 
association. The basic requirements are very 
much the same. There are individual differences 
teacher requirements and curriculum for 
each state. The school itself will have problems 
facilities, finances, and teachers. The local 
community, which the school located, 
should given some consideration deter- 
mining the type new vocational courses. 
the school located large city there 
would need for almost any kind in- 
farming community, then the agricultural 
courses should have preference however 
basic wood and metal shops general shops 
are very practical and sometimes essential 
farm.

terials the scientific edifice and contribute 
thus its progressive elevation, furnish 
the resources that this labor 
The Church needs outstanding scientists just 
she needs outstanding doctors, lawyers, and 
scholars other fields endeavor. When 
science was its infancy, there were out- 
standing Catholic men astronomy, mathe- 
matics, physics, biology, and chemistry. 
have only mention such names Bacon, 
Pascal, Ampere, Volta, Pasteur, Becquerel, 
Fraunhofer, Cauchy, Dulong, Galileo, Galvani, 
LaPlace, and Mendel. Now that science 
the spotlight human achievements, are 
position continue supply our share 
Catholic scientists?

Teachers our grade 
and high schools have excellent opportunities 
encourage their students study and in- 
vestigate little scientific problems according 
their varied abilities. Unfortunately the situa- 
tion becomes serious one this regard. The 
teacher cannot convey interest and enthusiasm 
unless she herself has least moderate 
supply. this basis that Swain, 
vice-president the American Cyanamide 
Company, explains the present decline 
science majors. This situation, 
partially caused the lack well- 
directed and inspired instructors our second- 
ary schools. scientific course can sheer 
drudgery unless the subject made interest- 
ing. Too many our science teachers are 
only one chapter ahead their class. recent 
state survey showed that over half the classes 
biology, mathematics, and 
sciences were being taught persons holding 
neither major nor minor these 

The problem universal one, and 
would well investigate the situation 
our Catholic schools. cannot satisfied 
teaching well only the principles and doc- 
trine our faith. educate teach the 
whole man spiritually, intellectually, moral- 
ly, and physically. Therefore important 
that our Catholic schools offer only the best 
our students all fields learning. Our 
Holy Father warns that should not work 
hardship those who from motives faith 
and conscience comply with the requirements 
attendance Catholic schools. Our stu- 
dents should not have accept mediocre 
education. not valid interpretation

According 
only about per cent the high schools 
the state Iowa teach any chemistry all. 
Approximately per cent offer physics. 


Whom Should Recruit? 

Everyone cannot successful scientist 
neither can everyone concert pianist. Cer- 
tain qualities must sought the prospec- 
tive scientist. Subarsky makes reference 
these traits. high degree innate curiosity 
interest first requisite. One cannot 
spend the long hours required the pursuit 
research problem unless there endur- 
ing interest and curiosity. This curiosity stems 
from kind desire have know and 
investigate the truth which revealed very 
gradually through research those who are 
hunting for God’s secrets concealed the 
intricacies nature.

Students and teachers alike are victims 
the barrage advertising directed them 
through every media communication. News- 
boards, and bus cards hail new merchandising 
discoveries and guarantee solve all the 
workday worries mankind. How can 
individual evaluate the relentless repetition 
the modern commercial? How can the discern- 
ing soul separate truth from fiction modern 


Consumer Education 

Consumer education offers partial answer. 
adequate study advertising techniques 
provides more specific solution. Both can 
combined into unit studies advertising 
which may undertaken number 
regular high school business courses. 

Advertising intrigues high school students. 
understand the general principles adver- 
tising, copy appeal and layout and the ele- 
ments sales psychology serve equip the 
student minor purchaser today, but 
the major consumer with 
the only safe evaluation advertising: 
understanding. 

series class activities developed within 
the framework advertising unit will 
arouse enthusiasm, transit knowledge, and 
alert the observational powers the students. 

When consumer economics taught 
course, textbooks devote considerable atten- 
tion advertising. Similar material may 
used general business. Some schools offer 
one semester course advertising, inte- 
grate the material selling retail store 
management courses. Even where these courses 
are not taught the Consumer Education Study 
the National Association Secondary- 
School Principals can utilized any social 
science course. Learning Use Advertising, 
unit for high school students, may secured 
from the National Education Association, 1201 
Sixteenth Street, N.W., Washington 
The- unit outlines advertising fundamentals 
and presents materials which may used 
consumer problems. 


Analyze Advertisements 
Textbook theory not sufficient. True, 
defines the functions advertising: wide- 
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spread communication which creates demand, 
secures premium prices, widespread distribu- 
tion, and reduced costs, and improves the 
process distribution. Texts establish the pat- 
tern sales psychology: attracting attention, 
creating desire, causing conviction, and ob- 
taining action. drill and repeat these con- 
cepts not enough train the young con- 
sumer. The theory must translated into 
everyday situations. Hence studies directed 
newspapers and magazines prove 
interesting testing ground. 

Have the students bring local newspaper 
class and study the volume advertising. 
Take each page, count the number adver- 
tisements, classify them according the two 
basic appeals. These two appeals are the ra- 
tional reason-why approach and the emo- 
tional human interest approach. Tabulate 
the findings the blackboard and note how 
much space tends sell consumer items, how 
much represents good will advertising, and 
how much exaggerates needs savings. 
number variations may employed the 
local newspaper analysis. 

Magazine advertising permits unlimited 
study basic copy approaches. Some authori- 
ties list six key appeals, others ten. They 
include such basic appeals as: pride, envy, 
attraction the sexes, economy, efficiency, 
beauty and appearance, comfort and luxury, 
ambition, safety, and others. Note the first 
two are capital sins; the third leads many 
advertising excesses and evidences bad 
taste. These moral considerations should not 
omitted from analysis advertising 
presented Catholic school. The element 
truthfulness and honesty advertising 
should explained. The use trade puffery 
and half-truths should exposed. Knowledge 
derived from the advertising unit must not 
terms technicalities alone. 

These appeals can studied distributing 
issues popular family magazines and ap- 
proaching page-by-page basis. The 
class may undertake special projects. the 
consumer economics classes taught this 
writer the development booklets illustrating 
the use ten basic appeals rational and 
emotional copy approaches major activity. 

The twenty ads are collected over period 
weeks, mounted, identified the general 
nature (rational emotional) and then speci- 
fied their particular copy appeal. The 
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finished products are prepared according 
individual initiative. They are submitted, dis- 
cussed, and displayed. prolonged study 
this nature contributes considerable the 
knowledge and understanding modern 
advertising. 

Additional study advertising layout, il- 
lustrated collection sample advertise- 
ments, may undertaken. The unit may 
supplemented such auxiliary activities 
speakers from advertising agencies, tour 
agency. Better business bureau rules for 
local advertising may studied. debate 
the relative merits advertising may 
organized. clubs some cities sponsor 
annual essay contests for high school students 
with noteworthy prizes for best essays 
advertising projects. 


Results Advertising 

The extent false advertising can ex- 
plored. Federal, state, and local legislation 
advertising should studied. class may 
undertake study the effects single 
advertising campaign. The Knights Colum- 
bus have used advertising extensively ac- 
quainting people with the Catholic religion. 
Copies the ads, supported articles from 
Columbia which reports results monthly 
basis, and presented exhibit would 
worthy undertaking. Vocational guidance cov- 
ering advertising career can integrated 
within the unit study.

Radio and television advertising need not 
neglected. Students may write national 
broadcasting companies radio and television 
trade associations requesting copies their 
codes, standard practices, and regulations cov- 
ering advertising over the air waves 
TV. collection such codes makes inter- 
esting bulletin board display, reference col- 
lection for the business shelf the school 
library. 

National magazines the advertising field, 
Advertising Age, Printers Ink, Advertising 
and Selling may used for reference 
actual classroom teaching.

The emphasis should 
the preparation the student through 
knowledge understand the role and function 
advertising the marketing process.

Vitalizing Arithmetic 
With Educational Aids 


Sister Alodia, 


Arithmetic can vitalized using in- 
structional aids four types. Each will con- 
tribute immensely the pupil’s learning proc- 
Each will provide rich variety 
experience, which will develop within the pupil 
the ability use number meaningfully both 
school and life. Each will develop those 
attitudes, habits, and insights into number that 
result from understanding number, and the 
ability use number effectively. The four 
enlivening tools are: manipulative materials, 
real life experiences, visual aids, and symbolic 

collecting and classifying these supple- 
mentary materials, the teacher should remem- 
ber that there are two important phases 
mathematical and the social. 
Those aspects arithmetic that are concerned 
with number and number processes are part 
the mathematical phase, while those aspects 
arithmetic that are concerned with the ap- 
number everyday life belong 
the social phase. These two phases must 
carefully integrated that neither phase re- 
ceives more than its share attention. The 
mathematical phase requires the organization 
material found good text; the social 
phase requires classroom discussion based 
experiences. Instructional aids play 
important role both phases. The two are 
closely related that would impossible 
classify them under either one the phases. 
trust that discussion the four in- 
Industrial School, Chicago 31, 


structional aids will help the teacher choose 
those that will best assist her bring life and 
meaning her teaching. 


Learning Using 

Providing the children with living-learning 
situations the function instructional aids. 
The materials for this study are drawn from 
experiences common the teacher and the 
pupil. choosing them, wise consider 
the needs and interests the class which vary 
from grade grade. Let suppose that the 


teacher wishes teach concept concerning 


quantity. She will propose problem involving 
the use pints and quarts. Her procedure will 
call for pint and gallon container and 
bucket water. After presenting the new 
idea using these concrete materials, she will 
have the pupils demonstrate that they, too, can 
use them. The teacher and pupil then proceed 
the use pictures other semiconcrete 
materials, and finally they come the use 
the abstract idea. the place the 
teacher direct the attention the pupils 
that they may make the desired discoveries. 

Rich instructional units give the pupils 
direct contact with the uses number 
well awareness community problems. 
The activities undertaken class engaged 
arithmetic unit are similar those 
undertaken directed reading program 
social-studies units with whose procedure the 
teachers are well acquainted. Typical topics 
that deal with arithmetic are the following: 
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The social function taxation 
The banking system 

Interest war bonds 

Kinds insurance 

Travel problems 


Each unit should planned carefully that 
none the operation its plans are left 
chance. evident that great deal 
computational arithmetic will involved 
well social application number. 


Laboratory Equipment 


Since the best visual aid possible the 
object itself, the arithmetic teacher will depend 
upon “laboratory equipment” much 
science teacher does. consists collection 
manipulative materials which are designed 
make arithmetic meaningful and useful. Any 
teacher with bit ingenuity can make 
purchase the necessary items supply her 
laboratory needs. Here list materials 
which are “must” every classroom the 
pupils are gain clear concepts 
ceptual images. The equipment classified 
according the chief measurement groups. 

Liquid: teaspoon, tablespoon, graduated 
measuring cup, pint, quart, and gallon con- 
tainers. 

Length: foot ruler divided into halves, 
fourths, and eighths; yardstick; five-foot 
tape measure; pencil compass. 

Weight: peck and bushel measures, scales, 
and weights. Some good weighing materials 
are pebbles, nuts, and sand. 

Time: clocks with movable hands, calen- 
dars. 

Temperature: thermometer. 

Money: toy coins containing all the coins 
our monetary system. 

Volume: colorful blocks used represent 
inch cubes. 

Area: pieces linoleum cardboard 
represent squares. 

Fractions: circular block divided into thirds, 
blocks designed show and paper 
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plates colored represent pies and cut into 
fractional parts which are labeled and placed 
envelopes. 

The proper use these materials gives 
concreteness abstractions number, and 
provides those meaningful experiences that 
are effective teaching arithmetic. 
seeing and handling the laboratory equipment 
the pupils learn faster and better than they 
would through many hours observation and 
passive listening. 


Illustrations 

Visual aids are another means enriching 
the meaning number. Pictures, charts, 
graphs, maps, and drawings that help give 
space conception are excellent instructional 
aids. They should posted where the pupils 
can easily see them. Good sources this type 
visua] aids are newspapers, magazines, and 
books which deal with social studies. Likewise, 
the pictures the arithmetic textbooks can 
handy tools providing that they are the 
functional type; that is, they are used 
answering the problems the page. the 
picture shows people attending banquet, one 
the problems may ask the pupils find the 
total returns, each person paid $2.50 for 
ticket. The problems cannot solved without 
reference the picture. Under. considera- 
tion should picture passed over 
casual manner, the supposition that the 
pupils themselves will study and interpret 
its meaning. 

outstanding job will done the 
teacher who the lookout for interesting 
material ability level suited her 
group. She often seen clipping table, car- 
toon, new idea for use her arithmetic 
class. 

Symbolic materials include the textbook, 
workbook, test, and quantitative situations 
which arise other fields. have seen how 
some these symbolic materials fell into the 
other categories instructional aids. And now 
word about tests and reviews. 

Diagnostic tests are instructive. They enable 
the teacher determine the next teaching and 
learning procedure, and evaluate what has 
been accomplished the child. Once the 
cause the child’s retardation recognized, 
the teacher can proceed prescribe the neces- 
sary remedial work. 


Arithmetic Vocabulary 

Another helpful aid vitalizing the arithme- 
tic lesson the frequent review its 
vocabulary. Often mathematical vocabulary 
proves stumbling block for either 
two reasons: the textbook does not give ade- 
quate consideration the usage mathemat- 
ical terms the pupil does not have enough 
meaningful experience make certain con- 
cepts clear. 

remedy this difficulty the teacher should 
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keep list these words and plan review 
test them least twice month. She 
should present each review attractively 
possible. She should not expect the pupil 
give memorized definition concept. 
the child can illustrate the term use in- 
telligently sentence, has given 
satisfactory indication that understands the 
meaning. Likewise, the teacher must provide 
experiences which these words could 
applied social situations. Having the pupils 
find the perimeter picture frame the 
area their desk helps clarify the mean- 
ing these concepts. any case, vocabulary 
reviews are expedient the class make 
progress.

There need for such effort analysis, 
need for “stranuous decomposition.” For 
years the author has been using method 
analysis that any child can master; that 
keeps the sentence together whole while 
indicating the several parts. The method 
based two notions: (1) That each part 
sentence answers some specific question. 
(2) That the function the verb, “the word,” 
combine these parts. 

need just about dozen “Question 
Words” ask all necessary information. The 
list old the Predicabilia Aristotle. 
The function all communication an- 
swer questions, asked unasked. The method 
does not use all possible question formulae. 
Who? What? Whom? (for) whom? 
(for) what? When? Where? How? Why? are 
sufficient. Where? does duty for Where at? 
Where to? and Where from? And How? takes 
care whom? and others. Let analyze 
several sentences this method:

A.: Who brought what, whom, when.

Say little 
Barbara: “Because you have been very good, 
shall give you box candy.” And what 
ear-splitting response you get; but imme- 
diately? “When?” shrieks Barby. That re- 
sponse comes thought” only because 
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Barby knows you have told her “Who will 
give what, whom, why.” She knows 
the questions, and therefore knows which 
have been answered and which have not been 
answered. Every staccato Why? When? 
Where? etc. child (or adult) stems from 
this simple universal knowledge possible 
ideas. 

The first step then make this un- 
conscious habit analysis into rapid, rou- 
tine, conscious response. Rapid, oral presenta- 
tion lengthy exercises, each beginning with 
very short sentences and going into long ones 
including participles, infinitives, clauses, and 
poetic forms, will fixate the desired reaction: 
Hang this chart; four five sentences 
for the class, pointing the words the 
chart; introduce commands and questions; but 
keep away from compound sentences.

sample products were brought the pupils. 
Through relative one the pupils, 
carton was received from the state forestry 
and recreation department which contained 
wealth material locating and describing 
summer resorts and winter recreation spots 
our state. 


Beautiful State 

This project, willingly and eagerly de- 
veloped the pupils, gave excellent oppor- 
tunities stress their relation God the 
appreciation the natural gifts beauty and 
provisions for life; relation their 
fellow men the sharing these gifts and 
products New Hampshire; and their 
relation nature the care and preservation 
many wonderful gifts bestowed upon 
their own state. 

When the felt that enough material 
had been brought and that they were little 
better prepared write letters this kind, 
the letter-writing period the class was used 
for this purpose. The five best letters were 
chosen, due consideration having been given 
the factors interest, variety, amount 
information, and good appearance pen- 
manship and arrangement. The letters were 
not corrected then. Mistakes the techni- 
calities letter writing were used basis for 
further helps given the language 
periods. The five letters chosen were mailed 
the neighboring states New England, and 
the answers were eagerly awaited. 


Even Race Track 

The first replies were received with great 
enthusiasm, and immediately the children pre- 
pared large envelope materials and sent 
this the school which replied. This was 
done with each the five schools, for all 
replied and showed eagerness carry the 
correspondence. Very soon after, the mail 
brought exchange booklets and pic- 
tures, together with samples. Among the latter 
were samples raw tobacco, Spanish moss, 
small Seminole Indian basket, and beautiful 
pictures cities, state flowers, state birds, and, 
one case, the picture the state governor. 
There was little need stressing the fact 
that the industries section were depend- 
ent upon the type soil, the surface, and the 
climate. The children’s letters invariably men- 
tioned the occupation their fathers and the 
pleasures which were afforded them 
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recreational activities. One child who wrote 
from school the South said wondered 
how heard that small place. However, 
noted that the race track was well known

They were 
Grant, James Garfield, Rutherford Hayes, 
Benjamin Harrison, William McKinley, Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, and Warren Harding.” 

One from Tennessee described the Cotton 
Carnival. “Our State the home the 
Cotton Carnival. This big affair. held 
every year Memphis the Mississippi 
River. much like the Mardi Gras 
New Orleans. Boats beautifully decorated 
steam the river, elaborate floats parade 
over the city with King and Queen Cotton 
and attendants, and everybody enjoys 
holiday.” 

Just the height the smelting season, 
interesting letter came from school 
northern Wisconsin. was all about the 
smelt run; something with which our children 
were not familiar. The child wrote: “The

smelt run and here our town every- 
body running around trying get buckets, 
cans, cartons, anything hold the smelts 
that are being taken out the river. Down 
the bridge that crosses our main street 
everyone who can possibly get near the water 
hauling out smelts the hundreds. Most 
them will shipped away frozen.” 

The children prepared exhibition boards for 
the exchange letters, maps, pictures, and sam- 
ple products, that all had the chance 
examine and re-read the letters leisure. 


Co-operative Groups 

Because our project was intended include 
all states, was necessary have the children 
arrange themselves groups, volunteering 
get all the information possible upon the one 
topic for that group. One group chose the 
cities our state, another the mountain and 
lake regions, and the third, the seacoast re- 
gions. Trips historic buildings, the cham- 
ber commerce, the public library, 
mills, and other industrial plants all came 
for attention from one more these 
groups. Our outgoing letters were written 
school paper and mailed from the school; the 
writer, however, giving his home address 
the letter. 

This project was found highly profit- 
able for children this age. formed and 
strengthened the habit noting pictures and 
accounts events and activities, the latter 
varying with the seasons. certainly helped 
them know through experience what 
that makes letter writing and letter reading 
interesting and worth while.

Remark: enjoy self-expression, de- 
velop manual dexterity, and develop crea- 
tive ability important and leads good 
work habits, orderliness, independence, and 
initiative.

The 
activities kindergarten day were acted 
out the youngsters. rhythmic music 
they danced about proving that they enjoyed 
and had natural response for rhythmic music.

Schoolroom Surprise Gardens

you have sunny window windows, 
and your class likes surprises, what could 
more fun and painless learning, than surprise 
gardens? They may individual group 
projects. Here are some ideas which have 
been used classrooms. 

one fourth-grade class, each pupil 
brought something from home, and was re- 
sponsible for one container. Some brought 
grapefruit, lemon, and orange seeds which 
were planted one half inch deep good soil. 
Date, olive, and avocado seeds were planted 
also. These take longer germinate, but the 
exotic plants which result, are well worth the 
trouble. 


Sponge Garden 
One second grade, had all sponge gardens. 
Each child brought sponge, some seed, and 
saucer from home. The sponges were 
thoroughly soaked. Then Kentucky Blue 


Grass Black Seeded Simpson lettuce seed 
were planted the holes. The sponge was 
set the saucer water. crop grass 


and lettuce, covered the sponges and the 
children delighted trimming them. 

thin slice from the top pineapple 
will grow miniature rosette leaves. 
Sprouted beets, carrots, turnips, are made 
cutting half-inch slice from the top the 
vegetable and placing cut side down 
saucer water. The carrots will make 
pale green, feathery plume growth, the 
beets will have red stemmed leaves, and the 
turnips will have green curls. Another vege- 
table surprise the sweet potato. planted 
jar and the bottom half the tuber 
covered with water, heart-shaped leaves will 
grow profusely and the vine may trained 
spin around sticks, and around windows. 


Climbing Garden 
old nail keg, any small wooden barrel, 
can made into climbing garden, large 
holes are bored and then filled 
with ground. the bottom should 
layer gravel cinders for drainage. Plant 
morning glory, trailing nasturtium, wandering 
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jew, ivy the holes the keg. you 
cannot secure keg, vase with many holes 
and pockets will serve the same purpose. 
Often large ones cheap pottery can 
bought for small amount. 

Halves coconut shells, with holes bored 
them and hung from colored cord make 
good hanging baskets. Flat tin cans, larger 
tin cans, cut half, and painted bright 
colors, with holes bored them for ribbon 
through, make nice hanging baskets. 
third grade made these for mothers’ Christmas 
gifts. 

Terrarium 

Terrariums are whole garden one 
dish. Use any clear glass fish 
bowl, large glass, jar. One class studying 
Japan, used large old square aquarium and 
made miniature landscape which was copied 
from pictures the Geographic and other 
magazines. When making terrarium, line the 
container with damp moss. Add from one 
several inches soil, depending upon the 
size the container. The soil should pul- 
verized. Into this push plants, twigs, and 
clippings from house plants, gardens, woods, 
florists. Small sedums, ferns, and seedlings 
are good. using different sizes, colors, and 
kinds plants, you can make complete 
landscape. Use tongs help place 
the plants. Cover the container with piece 
glass keep the moisture.
